Acceptance of Body to Settle 


Two Countries’ Disputes Con- 
sidered Certain 


WIDER SCOPE IS DESIRED. 


American Officials Would .Also 
Have Rehabilitation of Mex- 
ico Taken Up. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Acceptance 
here of the Carranza Government's pro- 
posals for a joint commission to settle 
difficulties between the United ,States 
and Mexico appeared certain today. An 
ahnouncement was expected momenta- 
rily. The only delay apparently was for 
time for a reply from Carranza to sug- 
gestions that the proposals be amended 
somewhat. 

There have been indications that Presi- 
dent Wilson is for a more general dis- 
cussion of the questions involved than is 
proposed in the Mexican communication 
of July 11, just made public in Mexico 
City. 

The note would hold the commission 
to three subjects—withdrawal of Amer 
ican troops, arrangement of a reciprocal 
egreement under which troops of either 
government might cross the border in 
pursuit of bandits and investigation of 
the source of bandit raids on American 
towns. 

American Government officials believe 
widening the scope of discussion would 
offer opportunity for evolution of a plan 
of action that would sergpilitate Mex- 
ico. 

In some quarters it is reported that 
Chief Justice White, aided by Major- 
General Goethals, who recently resigned 
as Governor of the Panama Canal 
Zone, and Frederick Lehmann, former 
Solicitor-General and a member of 
the A. B. C. mediation conference at 
Niagara Falls, had been considered for 
the American commissioners to negoti- 
ate with Carranza’s representatives. 
The name of Louis D. Brandeis, Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court, also 
was mentioned. There was nothing to 
indicate, however, that any selections 
had keen made 

It appears certain that Luis Cabrera, 
Mexican Minister of Finance, will head 
the Mexjcan commission. Mentioned as 
his trobable assistants are men of 
great prominence in Mexican economic 
life, and it is argued from this that 
Gen. Carranza realizes that the com- 
mission may. have a far greater task 
than the mere settlement of the border 
disputes. 


Rumor That Villa, With 18.000 Men, 
Will Attack Torrecn Discredited. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—_Rumors that 
Pancho Villa, with a force of 18,000, is 
preparing to attack Torreon, were fo-- 
warded to the War Department yes- 
terday by Maj. Gen. Funston. He said 
the story had been brought tv Brigadier- 
General Pershi by \“‘secret service 
agents.”” Officials were inclined to give 
tt little credence, citing that the agents 
mentioned probably were Mexicans who 
could not be depended upon for accu- 
racy.

CHICAGO, July 22.—Mrs. Robert W. 
Sheets of Lincoln, Ill., spent a joyous 
afternoon shopping along State street, 
consuming ice’ cream sodas. Later she 
stepped into police headquarters and 

said to the desk sergeant: 

“I want my prisoner, please—W. A. 
Russell.’’ 

“‘Russell?’’ said the Sergeant. ‘‘Why. 
Russell’s the negro who's to go back 


to Lincoln. The Sheriff was to come 
after him.” 

“Well, I’m the Sheriff's wife.’’ re- 
turned Mrs. Sheets. ‘I'm also a deputy. 


Won't you hurry a little? The train 
leaves at 6:30.’’ 

So Russell started with Mrs. Sheets to

Says Essen Men Are Trying to 
Make Capital of Innocent 


Incident at Picnic, 
WANTED TO PUBLISH IT 
Copy Won’t Reprint, He Says 


—He Is a Widower and She 
“Sweet Sixteen.” 


The average life of a picnic tintype, 
made by a man who ‘‘finishes them 
while you wait,”’” may be a burning is- 
sue in the contest between Bernard P. 
Bogy of 5943 Maple avenue, member of 
an old St. Louis French family, and 
Fred Essen of Clayton, one of the cen- 
tral powers of St. Louis County, in 
their contest for the Tenth District 
Republican nomination for Congress. 

Exh‘bit A, if it is still exhibitable, 
would be a picture of Bogy with a girl 
sitting on his lap. Bogy had a copy of 
the picture, but when he was ready to 
spike the enemy’s guns with it today he 
found that it had faded. 

Bogy told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had heard that managers of Es- 
sen’s campaign were threatening to 
make capital out of what he termed 
an innocent incident at a picnic at 
Riech’s Grove, Lemay and Weber 
roads, in St. Louis County, last Sun- 
day. 

Admits the Picture. 
“IT had my picture taken with a girl 
sitting on my lap,” said Bogy, “and lI 
have been told that the Essen crowd 
has one of the pictures and has 


threatened to have it published in 
the newspapers in an effort to 
blacken my character. With my 


campaign manager, C. O. A. Brunk, I 
went to a picnic of the Home Quoit 
Club at Reich’s Grove last Sunday. 
“Professional photographers were 
making pictures of everybody. This 
suggested all sorts of groupings and 
poses and I was prevailed on to per- 
mit a 16-year-old girl to sit on my 
lap while being photographed. 


Picture in the Open. 

“This pictufe was made in the open 
and in the presence of several hundred 
onlookers. It was just one of those 
thoughtless things a man will Go when 
he is having a good time at a picuic. 
but I have heard my political enemiés 
are threatening to make capital of it. 
“If a widower like me can't do in 1n- 
nocent think like that without it being 
used against him it is an outrage. I 
was going to spring the picture myself 
to take the wind out of thelr sails, but 
I find my copy has faded. However. I 
am not sure that the copy which I am 
told is in possession of the Essen sup- 
porters is ir. the same condition.’’ 

Turned Over to Former Editor, 
Inquiry at Clayton developed that the 
picture of Bogy with the girl seated on 
his knee was turned over to A. C. Me- 
Kibbin, former editor of Essen’s news- 
paper, with the request that he pre- 
pare an article for the press. 
‘The existence of the pictures is ad- 
mitted,”’ sald McKibbin to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter this afternoon. 
“It is my understanding that they 
were obtained through accident or by 
mere chance by friends of Mr. Essen, 
without his knowledge, and their use 
would not be tolerated except in a cam- 
paign that would be wholly undignified. 
“T take it that neither Mr. Essen nor 
hie most ardent supporters would sanc- 
 eeetememmere 
tion the use of these pictures, and it is 
a little surprising that Mr. Bogy should 
rush into print seemingly trying to 
shield himself from an imaginary at- 
tack. 
‘“T was introduced to Mr. Bogy at Sub- 
urban Garden last night by Mr. Brunk, 
who referred to the pictures. 
‘T told Mr. Bogy that Mr. Essen and 
his supporters were not engaged in a 


campaign of personalities, but that Mr. 
Essen's qualifications for the office

REPUDIATED NUT 
VITAL, POLICE SAY 


Call Evidence in Killing of Pa- 
trolmen McKenna and Dillon 
Complete Without It. 


; DENY THEY TORTURED HIM 


Prisoner Asserts He Was Starved, 
Beaten and Told Mob Was 
After Kinsmen. 


The confession of Roy Joe Lewis thai 
he and his three brothers murdered Po- 
licemen John F. McKenna and William 
A. Dillon, April 7, which Chief of De- 
tectives Allender calls ‘‘no more valu- 
able than a vesterday’s street car traus- 
fer,”’ was repudiated last night by 
Lewis in a statement given out by his 
attorney, Martin Weiss. 

The police have not counted on the 
confession to convict Lewis, and say 
that it merely corrobprated direct evi- 
dence they have from evewitnesses t» 
the killing of Policeman McKenna, and 
of witnesses wlo saw Lewis near the 
place where Policeman Dillon’s ood; 
was buried. 

In his repudiation Lewis charges that 


the confession was forced from him by 
the police, who, he alleges, kept hin 
for several days without food and w.- 
ter, beat hin, and threatened him. 


He is the only one of the four Lewis 
brothers captured. The others have been 
fugitives from justice since the killing 
of the policemen, who were murdered 
‘when they attempted to arrest the 
Lewis brothers. 

Lewis’ statement is declared by Chief 
of Detectives Allender to be false. The 
detective chief says Lewis was not mis- 
treated, and that every day he was in 
custody of the police he was seen by 
newspaper men and others. 

Says He Could Have Escaped. 


Lewis, in nis statement, said he was 
arrested the evening of the day the 
policemen were killed, and that if he 


had been a party tu the crime he could 
have escaped as easily as did his broth- 
ers. 

He said he received nothing to eat 

after being arrested Friday, until Sun- 
day morning, was given no water, and 
when thirsty and in a famished condi- 
tion was beaten with .a billy and with a 
whip. He said he was not permitted to 
sleep. He admits he ate two sandwiches 
before being taken to the morgue to 
identify the body of Policeman Dillon. 
When in a condition weakened by lack 
of food, water and sleep, he said, de- 
tectives told him that there was danger 
of a mob killing his mother and sisters, 
unless he confessed to the murder. 
He told dramatically of a scene he 
said was staged by the police to work 
on his feelings. He heard the cry of 
“extra’’ and soon afterward a police- 
man entered his cell and told him the 
extra edition told of the mob’s deter- 
mination to kill his mother and sisters. 
He said he confessed to save them. 

Says Captain Stopped Beating. 
Police Capt. O’Brien, he said, re- 
raonstrated with detectives who were 
beating him in his cell, and forced then 
to stop. 

The statement contains nothing in the 
nature of evidence to substantiate any- 
thing in it. It merely repudiates the 
confession. It could only be used as 
testimony by the prisoner himself, who 
is to be tried Sept. 5 on a first degree 
tr urder charge, in an effort to work on 
the sympathies of the jury. 

While the State had intended to in- 
troduce the confession, the attorneys 
believe they have sufficient evidence of 
his guilt from eyewitnesses. 

Chief Allender said today: ‘‘Lewis’ 
repudiation is absurd. As a matter of 
fact his confession was no more val- 
uable ‘than a yesterday’s street car 
transfer. 

‘We didn’t need it. It merely verified 
evidence we had from other sources. He 
has positively been identified by several 
witnesses who saw the murder of Police- 
man McKenna and who saw Lewis there. 
; Denies He Was Starved. 

“He never was deprived of food or 

water, and never complained that he had 
been beaten. He did not at any time 
show any marks. As to his mental con- 
dition, it will be remembered that his 
confession included details of many 
crimes which never had been charged to 
the Lewis brothers. If he had been 
under the great mental strain he talks 
about, he hardly would have told all 
about a lot of crimes which had no con- 
nection whatever with the murder of 
the policemen. 
‘‘His statement is the stereotyped form 
which for many years has been used by 
murder defendants, who had made a con-. 
fession, when the time for their trial 
drew near. He even uses the same ex- 
pressionsg.’’

DANIEL'S WIFE 
ALIVE WHEN HE WAS 
AWAY SECOND TIME 


Neighbor Saw Her Half Hour 
Before Murder Moving About 
Her Bedroom. 


| HUSBAND WAS DOWNTOWN 


Testimony Supports His Story 
of St. Joseph Mystery — In- 
quest Adjourned to Aug. 3. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 2.—The 
quest into the murder of Mrs. Oscar 
D. McDaniel, wife of the Prosecuting 
Attorney of Buchanan County. who was 
found dead in her home here a week 
ago, was adjourned today until Thurs- 
day, Aug. 3, because W. T. Rutherford, 
Assistant Attorney-General of the State. 
has ._official business to attend to in 
Jefferson City which will take his time 
until then, 

A striking feature of today’s testimony 
was the positive declaration of a neigh- 
bor that he saw Mrs. McDaniel through 
a window in her home after her hus- 
band had left the house the second 
time the night of the murder, and a 
short time before her body was found. 
The importance of this’ testimony is 
that it shows that Mrs. McDaniel was 
alive and moving around after McDan- 
iel had gone downtown to look for his 
brother. It apparently indicates that 
she was murdered in the interval be- 
tween his going downtown and coming 
back the last time. 

Another interesting feature of the 
testimony was the disclosure that on 
the night of the murder an unidentified 
woman called Central Bell telephone ex- 
change and inquired for the name of 
saloons at Sixth and Messanie streets. 

Neighbors Are Witnenses. 

Today’s witnesses were neighbors of 
McDaniel, and bartenders in the saloons 
where he went to look for his brother. 
: Witnesses yesterday in the all-day 
session of the inquest included McDan- 
iel, who was questioned at length; Mrs 
Luke Moss, mother of the dead woman, 
and members of the Police Department. 

The inquest, as it progresses, seeming- 
ly is only deepening the mystery. The 
hearing is drawing one of the biggest 
crowds that ever packed a courtroom in 
this city. More women than men are 
in the crowd. .They-all stand. They 
break the seats standing on them; every 
once in a while one goes down with a 
crash. 

Miss Caroline Berghoff, who lives di- 
rectly across the street from the Mc- 
Daniel home, testified this morning that 
she was in bed upstairs in a room fac- 
irg the McDaniel home when she heard 
a motor car come up the street from 
the north and stop in front of the Mc- 
Daniel garage. It might have been a 
few minutes or a few seconds later she 
heard shooting over there. 

“How many shots were fired?’ 
“Five.”’ 

“Did you count them?’ 

“I think I did,’’ she answered. 

“She was sure there were only five 
shots. She got up and looked out the 
window and saw the motor car in front 
of the garage, but did not see McDan- 
iel. 


in- 


Saw Woman Alive. 
Miss Berghoff said that about 9 o'clock 
that night she looked across the street 
and saw Mrs. McDaniel in the living 
room downstairs. 
Arnold Berghoff, her brother, testified 
that he heard the shooting. He thinks 
there were five or six shots but is not 
sure. 
Mrs. Anna Madinger testified that she 
stayed at the Berghoff home the night 
of the murder. She slept with Miss Car 
oline Berghoff. About 12:30 she was 
awakened by McDaniel coming home in 
Lis motor car. The car stopped and im- 
mediately a shot was fired, then there 
was a pause and three or four more 
shots were fired. 
Miss Berghoff., she testified, said to 
her: “Listen to that shooting. I be- 
lieve someone is after McDaniel’s car.”’ 
They both got up and looked over and 
saw the car standing in front of the 
garage, but did not see McDaniel. 
E. E. Gard, head of a business col- 
lege, testified that he lives across th- 
street from the McDaniel home. 


Saw McDaniel Come Home. 
The night of the murder he got home 
from downtown about 11 o'clock. He sat 
on his front porch with the women 
folks of his family. He saw McDaniel 
come home about 11 o'clock and put his 
car in the garage. The garage and 
whole front of the McDaniel hom<e was 
in plain view. McDaniel went in his 
own home and In about 2 or ® minutes 
came out again and went away hit- 
riedly in his motor car. 

About 15 minutes later Gard saw the 
form of Mrs. McDaniel pass by her 
bedroom window upstairs, the room in 
which she was found murdered a half 
hour or so later. The shade to that 
window was up and there was a lighc in 
the room. 

“How 4o you know it was Mrs. Mc- 
Daniel?” he was asked. 

‘y am sure it was her. I saw aer «!- 
most every day for years, knew her 
well, and could not be mistaken.” 
“How was she dressed?” 

She had on some light, loose-fitting 
garment, probably her nightgown.” 
He said he knew of no discord fa the 
McDaniel family, and no jealousy, and 
didn’t believe it possible ft could have 
existed. McDaniel was always home 
early in the evenings and seemed ¢e- 
voted to his wife and children. 
Thomas Herman, who lives in the firet) 
house north of the McDaniel home, just 
BO feet away, testified that he heard the

The Mayor said that he had received 
some protests fron: residents of King’s 
highway and Lindell boulevard, and he 
believed that if they did not want the 
change in roadways leading into the 
park near the Lindell entrance that ‘t 
might be well to stop the work. He gaid 
he did not know what the Park Com- 
missioner would do about it. 

Commissioner Cunliff said no work 
was being done on th» drive today, but 
that he would resume oprrations unless 
directcd by the Board of Public Service, 
wich approved the plans, to discon- 
tinue them. 

The letter forwarded by the Mayor 
to Commissioner Cunliff charged that 
the work was a step toward carrying 
cut plans abandoned last winter, after 
public hearings demonstrated that the 
»yublic was opposed to elaborate changes 
at the park entrance. 

The members of the art organizations 
requested of the Mayor that he direct 
Commissioner Cunliff to remove the dirt 
end rocks from the roadway, or to re- 
move him from office if that step was 


necessary. 
Views as to Benefits Differ. 
Commissioner Cunliff has contended 
that the new roadway was necessary to 
relieve congestion at the Lindell en- 
trance. The members of the art or- 
ganizations contend that it will only 
congest traffic the more. 
Comptroller Player is opposed to Com- 
missioner Cunliff's plan. He says the 
money could have been spent to better 
purpose on improving Grand Drive and 
other drives in the park.

William Robinson, 22 years old, of 
1210 West End avenue, today told the 
police that he was the person who 
shot Henry Hannich, 18-year-old 
caddy, at the Algonquin Club Tues- 
day. Hannich died yesterday at St. 
John’s Hospital. 

Robinson, with Charles Bernet, 22 
years old, of 3044 Easton avenue, and 
Vernon Sandusky, 21 years old, of 6058 
Thomas street, were arrested as sus- 
pects at 10:30 o’clock this morning in 
Gamble Park, Garrison avenue and 
Dayton street. 

Robinson told the police that the trio 
were shooting at a target with Bernet's 
repeating rifle. He raid he took tie 
rifle from Bernet, and that it prema- 
turely went off. 

He eald that they neard Hannicn cry 
with pain, ind became frightened and 
ran away. The police found the rifle 
at the home of Mrs. Laura Bernet of 
299568 Dickson street, mother of Charles. 
Robinson is held for the Coroner, and 
the other two as witnesses. 

A Coroner's Jury returned a ver- 
dict of homicide in the inquest into 
the death of Hannich. 

William Auer. who was caddying 
with Hannich, testified that he and 
Hannich went to look for a ball near 
where three youths were sitting on a 
fence. The three appeared to be about 
21 years old, he said. No words were 
passed, he said, but one of the trio 
deliberately pointed a rifle at Han- 
nich and fired. The bullet struck 
Hannich in the hip. 

Walter Helfrich of 416 Hunt avenue 
told the jury Hannich told him at the 
hospital Wednesday afternoon that one 
of the youths had told him not to pick 
up the ball.

PARIS, July 22.—Osear Mouvet, @ sol- 

dier in the Foreign Legion, who is a 
brother of Maurice, the dancer, and is 
the first American back from the battle 
of the Somme, arrived at the American 
ambulance today to have a gangrenous 
hand wound operated on. 

“For the first three days of the bat- 
tle,”” said Mouvet, “the Foreign Legion 
was held in reserve. Its first attack was 
made as a celebration of the Fourth of 
July. Supporting the Second Army 
Corps, which is composed of coloniais, 
we marched thrugh Dompierre and As- 
seuvilliers and stormed Belloy-en-Sar.- 
terre. 

“I was wounded at 8 that night as I 
was emplacing a machine gun. I went 
to Asseuviliers and found the Red Cross 
crowded with serious cases, so I walked 
back to Dompierre after my wound had 
been dressed. I was sent to the base 
hospital at Saintriquier until my broth- 
er, Maurice, with the aid of Mrs. Van- 
derbilt, obtained orders for my removal 
to the American Hospital in Paris. 


Americans Wounded. 


“Joseph Delpeuch of New York, a 
Fcreign Legionary, Was critically 
wounded, and nk C. Whitmore of 
Virginian severly ‘injured. I don’t know 
of any other Americatis who were 
wounded. 

“On the afternoon of the fourth the 
Foreign Legion recaptured from the 
Germans a battery of French guns. 
One Russian gun which the Germans 
had captured was also in the battery. 

“This time we sure had the Germans 
on the run. They surrendered in 
bunches. Once they fooled us badly. A 
whole company walked toward us with 
their rifles pointing down. We let them 
approach within 12 yards, thinking they 
were surrendering. Then our officers 
became suspicious and ordered wus to 
aim as the Germans lifted their rifles 
and fired a volley. We cleaned them 
up entirely for playing us that trick. 

“An American marching beside me 


shot a German who was firing & ma- 
| chine gun from a tree. The German 
and his machine gun tumbled from the 
pereh, but were entangled in the 
branches and hung there. We could 
see a chain fastening the German's lég 
t> his machine gun. In the trenches, 
too, we found the Germans chained to 
their guns. 

“The most stirring sight was when 
the batteries of the French Seventy 
Fives dashes up to take advanced po- 
sitions almost abreast of the infantry. 
When the horses were shot down, the 
artillerymen leaped off, cutting the 
traces, and faced forward again right in 
the open, as in a field campaign. 


Atillery on Steel Cars. 


“As our new heavy artillery is mount- 
ed on steel flat cars on rails. As the 
guns pound the Germans the rails are 
laid ahead and the artillery moves for- 
ward constantly, directly behind the 
troops. 

“Aeroplanes worked in conjunction 
with the infantry, sweeping down to 
within a few yards of the Germans to 
fire their machine guns. I did not see 
@ single French aeroplane shot. down 
during the attack. 

“I saw many German prisoners round- 
ed up by the cavalry and all looked 
demoralized, entirely different from the 
prisoners taken previously. 

“It séemed as if the directors of the 
French artillery fire had adopted an 
entirely new attitude. They no longer 
spare villages from bombardment just 
because they are French. Under the 
new system we raze everything with 
high explosives, not leaving one stone 
on top of another, even though it is 
French property which we destroy.”

Bartender’s Testimony. 

John McCafferty, bartender in Hart

if his brother, Charlie, had been 
there. Told that he had not been, 
he said that was funny, as Dovie 
Hart had called from there and tdld 
him to come down and get his broth- 
er, said McCafferty. He testified that 
no telephone oall was sent from there 
to McDaniel. He was certain of that, 
because the telephone was behind 
the bar, and no one could have used 

it without him knowing it. He said 
he suggested to MoDaniel that maybe

Clarence Stout, bartender at the 
other saloon, testified that McDaniel 
came into the saloon a little after 
11780, and inquired after his broth- 
er.

W. M. McDowell, a steam fitter, 
who lives across the street from the 
McDaniel home, 250 feet north of it, 
testified that he heard the shooting. 
It seemed like three shots first, then 
one, then three or four more, six or 
seven in. all. 

Lynn McDaniel, father of Oscar D. 
McDaniel, testified that the night ot 
the tragedy his son, Charile, was at 
his ow nhome, in the country. After 
thet ragedy the witness and Charlie, 
who lived 10 miles south of St. Jo- 
seph, came to St. Joseph together, 
arriving about 3 o’clock, at the scene 
of the murder. 

No Domestic Discord.

10 BE 937,000 
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Figure in “White Book’’ Based 
on Some Duplication Between 
Districts, However. 


The Police Department’s ‘“‘white book”’ 
for the fiscal year that ended March 31 
last, containing much interesting news 
and a lot of facts not worth knowing, 
was issued last evening. 

Among other things it shows that Am- 
bassador Francis was almost correct 
when he told a Russian newspaper man 
that the population of St. Louis was 
about 1,000,000. The Police Department's 
estimate is 937,000. This figure, however, 
is accounted for to some extent by the 
fact that the Central and Carr Street 
Districts, estimating their share of the 
city population at 143,000, . enumerate 
working people who are included in the 
figures givef™by the police districts in 
the residential section. 

22 to Square Mile. 

St. Louis has 2268-100 policemen to 
every square mile of territory. Count- 
ing the time-seerved by each patrolman 
the entire force served a total of 10,- 
979 days during the year of 365 days. 
By the same method of figuring 1398 
days were lost through sickness, 64 
days lost on account of absence with 
leave, 32 days without leave and 214 
days by suspension. 

The Bureau of Identification contains 
4,299 photographs of criminals, 10,471 of 
whom were arrested in St. Louis. Crim- 
inals numbering 389 arrested in other 
cities were identified through the St. 
Louls office. Bogus checks filed with 
the department during the year totaled 
650, and convictions for passing worth- 
less paper numbered 61. 

The figures show that bad boys out- 
rumber bad girls almost 10% to 1, The 
number of boys under 17 arrested was 
1465, while that of the girls of the same 
age was only 106. 

The most popular form of misdemean- 
or is petty larceny, the number of ar- 
rests for that offense in the year total- 
ing 5236, as against 2380 arrests for au- 
tomobile speeding, the next most popu- 
lar brand of State law breaking. The 
least popular form of violating State 
laws is obstructing railroad trains. 
There was only one man arrested for 
that offense and the records fail to 
show the disposition of his caso. It is 
probable that he died in the hospital 
while awaiting trial. 

Next to disturbing the peace, being 
drunk on the street seems to be the 
most popular violation of the city ordi- 
nances. There were 8628 arrests for 
peace disturbance as against 5359 ar- 
rests for drunkenness. Only one person 
was arrested for “soliciting baggage 
and passengers at the depot,” and only 
one for peddiing in prohibited limits. 

Women outnumber men when it 
comes to a ring in public in gar- 
ments of the opposite sex. Three 
women and one man were arrested 
for that offense. No women were 
arrested for wearing socks. 


Seven Preachers Arrested. 
The police records indicate that 


pugilists are more peaceful than 
preachers. There were seven preach- 
ers arrested as against four pugilists. 
Twice as many chauffeurs as team- 
sters were arrested. The total num- 
ber of the former was 2288 as compared 
with 1115 teamsters. The dentists 
made a pretty good showing as com- 
pared with the physicians. Only 22 
of the former were arrested as ¢om- 
pared with 174 of the latter. 

Idleness seems tO promote crime 
esmong the women. Of a total of 6961 
arrested 1486 said that they had no 
occupation. There were only 36 fac- 
tory girls arrested as compared with 
675 housekeepers. 

Criminal tendencies in a person as- 
sert themselves most conspicuously 
between the ages of 20 and 30. There 
were 15,997 arrests of people between 
those ages, 9126 between the ages of 
30-and 40, 4846 between 40 and 60 and 
8486 over the age of 60. 

The Police Department cost the tax- 
payers $2,148,932.63 during the last 
year and the Police Commissioners 
have estimated that $2,193,700 will be 
required to run the department this 
year.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The Senate 
naval appropriation bill went to a con- 
ference committee of the two houses to- 
day with 5 prospect ahead for a 
long strugg]@over its increased building 
provisions. The House is expected to in- 
sist on its plan for only five capitai 
warships next year, three fewer than the 
Senate voted, and to fight the Senate's 
three-year program. 

Eight Senators voted against the meas- 
ure yesterday Two are Democrats, Sen- 
ators Thomas and Vardaman. Repub- 
licans who opposed it are Senators Clapp, 
Curtis, Gronna, La Follette, Norris and 
Works. Many proposals to curtail big 
building increases were voted down over- 
whelmingly. Senator La Follette made a 
seven-hour speech against the Dill. 


Reed and Oliver Clash. 
Senators Reed and Oliver clashed over 


the proposal to print as a public docu- 
ment the Bethlehem Steel Co.'s argu- 
ments against a Government armor 
plant, and delayed the final vote. The 
Fethlehem’s arguments were ordered 
printed by unanimous consent in Sen- 
ator Reed's absence from the Senate 
chamber. On his return he vainly 
sought reconsideration, charging that 
Senator Oliver, as an owner of steel 
stock, had voted money into his own 
pocket by supporting the proposal. 

Senators Tillman, Swanson and Lodge 
were appointed conferees on the Dill. 
The House conferees will be chosen 
Tuesday and daily sessions probably will 
be held thereafter by the conference 
committee. 

Construction of 157 vessels, including 
16 capital fighting ships within three 
years at an estimated cost of $588,180,- 
576, is contemplated in the Senate pro- 
gram, the largest ever proposed in Con- 
gress. Of the total appropriations in the 
bill $110,726,160 is for the first year’s 
building expenditures. 

As it passed the House, the measure 
made no provision for a continuing 
building program and authorized only 72 
ships, including five battle cruisers and 
no dreadnoughts.

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“LORD CECI EXPLAINS 
BRITISH BLACKLIST MOVE 
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War Trade Minister Says There Is No Desire to 
Hurt “Legitimate” Business; List Will 
Not Be Extended.

LONDON, July 22.—Lord Robert Cecil, 
Minister of War Trade, in an interview 
this evening with the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, asserted that His Majesty's 
Government promulgated a blacklist of 
certain firms in the United States only 
as part of a policy instituted in the 
Far East last stimmer prohibiting Brit- 
ish firms from trading with firms in 
any of the neutral countries which were 

assisting Great Britain’s enemies. 

When he was asked if it really means 
hereafter that no British ship shall han- 
dle American goods unless the shippers 
prove themselves innocent of pro-Ger- 
man activities he answered that the 
British Government has no intention of 
carrying the prohibition that far, al- 
though it would be the consequence of 
pressing the matter to a logical con- 
clusion. 

‘This policy began last summer and 
has answered very well,’ Lord Robert 
explained. ‘‘We have reason to believe 
that it has inflicted serious injury upon 
the enemy. This year it was gradually 
applied to South America, then the ques- 
tion arosé about the United States. We 
saw no ground for making an exception 
of those firms in the United States. We 
do not want to hurt legitimate trade. 
Exceptional and elaborate pains were 
taken in regard to the list of firms in 
America. If there are any firms on the 
list which believe injustice will be done 
they can be assured that any repre- 
sentations they make will bé carefully 
considered.” 

Cecil informed the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that the British Government 
nas no intention of holding the list in 
abeyance in view of protests. He stat- 
ed that there is no intention at present 
to extend the list. When he was asked 
if the British Government would place 
on the blacklist any American firms 
who bought allied war loan bonds, but 
also bought German war loan bonds, 
he answered: ‘‘We would not put our 
friends on the blacklist.’ 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent in- 
quired whether the British Government 
approves of a circular being widely sent 
about among financial and other con- 
cerns in London advising them not to do 
business in South America through for- 
eign firms, but which in reality is 
aimed at American banks on the groun4 
that they are trying to spy on British 
trade secrets. He replied: 

“This has not been brought to my at- 
tention before. The British Govern- 
ment has not given its approval to any 
such plan.”’ 
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U.S. TO DENY 
BLACKLIST RIGHT 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—The United 
States Government concedes the right 
of Great Britain to forbid her subjects 
at home and in British territory to 
“trade with the enemy,” but denies the 
right of the British Government to cross 
the Atlantic ocean and tell American 
citizens that they can no longer carry 
or. their business. 

It is on this statement of principle that 
the United States will shortly address 
to Great Britain a vigorous protest 
against the blacklisting of American 
citizens under the trading with the en- 
emy act. 


The principle for which the United 
States will contend was announced by 
Acting Secretary of State Polk, who 
declined, however, to comment in any 
Way on what took place in the Cabinet 
room at the White House yésterday 
when the subject was discussed.

PROHIBITION PARTY

Former Indiana Governor Heads 
Ticket—Landrith of Tennes- 
see for Vice President. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 22.—J. Frank 
Hanly, former Governor of Indiana, 
was nominated for President of the 
United States on the Prohibition ticket 
and Dr. Ira D. Landrith of Nashville, 
Tenn., was named for the vice presi- 
dency at the concluding session of the 
party’s national convention here yes- 
terday.

W. Haynes, Indiana, 2, and Henry Ford, 
Detroit, 1. 

A motion to make Hanly’s nomination 
tnanimous was defeated when objec- 
tiens were offered by Eugene WW. Chafin 
of Arizona, Charles J, Hall of California 
and a score of other delegates. 

Dr. Landrith was unanimously nom- 
inated by a rising vote after all other 
c:ndidates for the vice _ presidency, 
among them Hendrickson, had _ with- 
drawn. 

The party platform, with only one 
change in the draft presented by the 
Resolutions Committee—the insertion of 
a plank declaring in favor of the ini- 
tiative, referendum and recall—was 
adopted early in yesterday’s session.

Undersea Freighter Apparently 
Ready to Leave at Once; Said 
She Will Wait Till Thursday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, July 22—The German 
submarine Deutschland is still at her 
dock here, apparently ready to leave at 
any moment. A report today which 
could not be verified said that the sub- 
marine would not depart before next 
Thursday at the earliest. Ambassador 
Bernstorff and his wife, it was report- 
ed, would come here with Prince Hatz- 
feld on Wednesday to pay a farewell 
visit to Capt. Koenig and the Deutsch- 
land. 

Capt. Koenig was almost “‘mobbed’”’ 
at Canstaetter Park last night, where 
a bazar was held by the German-Aus- 
trian-Hungarian Red Cross Society of 
Baltimore. The first in@ication that the 
Deutschland was not going out last 
night came with the announcement that 
Capt. Koenig had accepted an invita- 
tion to attend the celebration at Can- 
staetter Park. Some regarded it as a 
ruse on the Captain’s part to divert at- 
tention from the Deutschland so he 
could silently steal away. 

“Hochs’ for Captain. 

The Germans went out to the Park 
last night in force. The people there 
fairly went wild over the rather di- 
minutive German Captain. They 
cYowded about him, shouted ‘“Hochs”’ 
and cried themselves hoarse. The wom- 
en were even more enthusiastic than 
the men. Many grabbed and hugged 
him and not a few wanted to kiss him, 
but the Captain begged off. 

The long time required to load the 
Deutschland was explained to a Post- 
Dfpatch correspondent today. The ne- 
cessity of balancing the boat to a nicety 
is imperative. An overweight of WW 
pounds in any part of the submarine 
would, under certain conditions, bring 
about the destruction of the boat and 
cost the lives of all on board. The cargo 
is all divided into small packages and 
changes in the disposition of the pack- 
ages made over and over again. 

The second German submarine mer- 
chantman, the Bremen, is expected to 
change places with the Deutschland in 
a few days, according to an intimation 
given yesterday by Capt. Hinsch, mas- 
ter of the interned North German-Lloyd 
steamship Neckar and confidential al- 
viser to Capt. Paul Koenig. 

Another Submarine Coming. 

Congressman George Washington Wd- 
wards of Philadelphia visited the pier 
and asked Capt. Hinsch to permit him 
to board the Neckar. Capt. Hinsch in- 
vited him back Monday, “when another 
submarine just like the Deutschland will 
be in,” he said smilingly. 

Off to the west of the Deutschland, 
about half a mile, there lies the Italian 
liner Abalcon from Naples and it com- 
mands an excellent view of the sub- 
mersible. To the east there is the Rus- 
sian tramp Naiomi. Should the Deutsch- 
land go out, she would pass almost un- 
der the bow of the tramp. Opposite lies 
a British freighter.

GAS INQUIRY 


Will Also Ask Washington Bureau to Test 
Quality of the “Dry” Product Laclede 
Company Wants to Substitute. 


Experts of the Federal Bureau of 
Standards are to be requested to make 
an investigation of the heating ana 
iighting efficiency of gas furnished by 
the Laclede Gas Light Company and of 
the corporation's earnings under the 
agreement made with the city on July 14 
Alderman Scholl, chairman of a spe- 
cial committee which has conducted an 
inquiry into the agreement and its ef- 
fects on the quality and price of gas, 
adopted the suggestion of the Post-Dis- 
patch to call on the Bureau of Stand- 
ards for tests and analyses. 

Copies of the resolution appointing the 
special committee, its report submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen. Friday, and 
the record showing the adoption of its 
recommendation for an inquiry by Fed- 
eral experts will be. forwarded to the 
Bureau of Standards next week, with a 
request for the assistance of a gas 
chemist in conducting a further inves- 
tigation. If the Government authorities 
will agree, the special committee wiil 
ask for an expert's help in determining 
the prices that should be charged thu 
Laclede's consumers. 

The special committee's report con- 
tained two criticisms of Mayor Kiel’s 
action in concurring in the Laclede’s 
proposal to change the standard of its 
gas from candlepower to British ther- 
units. There .was a. protest 
“against the unwarranted assumption 
of authority on the part of the Mayor 
in attempting to change ordinances,” 
which, the committee contended, was 
the sole functio® of the legislative de- 
partment. 

After the announcement that . the 
agreement with the Laclede included a 
minimum charge of 50 cents a month, 
Mayor Kiel explained to objectors that 
he was not aware that this was a new 
feature of rates for gas. He said he 
thought the Laclede always had a min- 
imum charge. 

The committee’s report quotes from a 
letter written by Mayor Kiel to the 
State Public Service Commission in De- 
cember, 1914, to protest against the es- 
tablishment of a minimum charge. 


According to the committee, there is 
no saving to consumers in the change 
from the “wet” to the “dry’’ method 
of manufacturing gas, but it is held that 
‘the company will make large profits 
from by-products resulting from the 
new process. The committee asserts that 
the new gas is inferior to the old for 
lighting, and that to produce a given 
volume of light in an open burner there 
must be a large consumption of “‘dry’”’ 
gas. In order to use the new gas 
satisfactorily, it is contended, a mantle 
or other attachment will have to be 
employed. 

Opportunity for the gas company to 
evade the agreement and supply gas 
of less than 600 heat units is pointed 
out by the committee. 


Mayor Kiel, in notifying the Laclede 
of his intention to order the agreement 
put into effect, wrote that he would 
direct tests to be made “in conformity 
with the rulings of the Missouri State 
Public Service Commission.” The com- 
mission’s requirement is that gas shall 
not have less than an average of 570 
heat units per cubic foot. 

Would Mean Reduction. 

If the State Commission’s standard 
Were the one applied, the committee 
holds it would mean a reduction of 8 
per cent in the value of the gas and 
but a 6-per cent decrease in the price. 
Mayor Kiel hag stated that the Laclede 
will be compelled to furnish gas of #0 
British thermal units. 

Chairman Schmoll tol@ a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that his committee will 
continue its activities during the vaca- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen and will 
gather information from all sources. If 
possible, he says, the Laclede will be 
summoned to produce its books so that 
the committee may ascertain what in- 
crease in its earnings will accrue from 
the new method of manufacturing its 
gas and by-products. 

Alderman Koenig, who voted for the 
adoption of the committee's report, said 
he deprecated the language of the ref- 
erences to Mayor Kiel.

DEFEAT STATE TATE AUDITOR GORDON. 

John P. Gordon of Lexington has been State 
Auditor of Missouri for two terms and desires 
nomination and election for a third term, which 
would give a total of 12 years in this office. He 
should be defeated. 

Mr. Gordon's mental attitude toward the trust 
given him by the people is graphically illustrated 


oc | im the notorious Kansas City automobile deal. He 


bought from an agency in that city two automo- 
biles on the same day, at a cost of $3200 each, 
one for use at the State Penitentiary and one for 
his own personal use. 

‘Granted a discount of 20 per cent on a sum equal 
to the purchase price of one vehicle, he applied the 
entire $640 in reduction of the cost of his own car, 
paying full price for the State’s car. Applied 
equally to both cars, the discount would have 
brought the cost down to $2880 each and the State 
would have been saved $320. As it was, Mr. Gor- 
don obtained his car for $2560. 

How typical! this incident was of an administra- 
tion which seemed to regard public office as an 
asset to be milked of benefits for the personal and 
political advantage of the incumbent, and not a 
trust to yield benefits to the State, may be judged 
from further items in Mr. Gordon’s official record. 

As a member of the Board on the Permanent 
‘Seat of Government he tried to exact a promise 
from prospective contractors on the new State 
house that they would obtain from a political 
friend of Mr. Gordon the indemnity bond they 
were requirei to give the State. The premium on 
such bond was estimated to amount to $36,000. One 
low bidder for certain work who peremptorily re- 
fused to make such a promise did not obtain the 
contract. 

Having got his own name on the public pay- 
roll, Mr. Gordon planned to place other members 
of his family on the roll, with such success that 
the following are now, or were in the recent past, 


jin receipt of incomes from the taxpayers: Mr. 


Gordon’s wife, his son, Morris G. Gordon; his 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Morris G. Gordon; his young 
son, Pemberton, still a schoolboy. 

He was prosecuted last October for having as 
Stdte Auditor issued unauthorized warrants on the 
Treasury to defray the expenses of junket trips by 
himself to Salt Lake City and by his son Morris 
toSan Francisco. He was acquitted on testimony 
showing that he had charged up to the taxpayers 
$28 for dining car meals for four days, an average 
of $2.33 per meal, and $82.50 for hotel expenses, 
when the amount of the hotel bill presented to and 
paid by him was $17.60. 

In pursuance of. his idea that his office is a 
personal perquisite or possession, he has repeated- 
ly and for long intervals of time refused the public 
and press access to the books and records of the 
office and arbitrarily withheld facilities for ac- 
quainting the people with information necessary in 
judging the acts and quality of their own govern- 
ment. 

As a member of the board in charge of the State 
prison, he has official accountability for the 
series of scandals at that institution. These in- 
clude mistaken policies of cruelty to inmates, con- 
fused accounting, financial irregularities, delay in 
abolishing the contract system as made mandatory 
by law, extravagant inefficiency and subordina- 
tion of the public purposes of the institution to 
personal and political ends. 

The most serious of all items in the Gordon rec- 
ord is the part he had as member of a State board 
in the predatory invasion of the sanctity of a State 
fund set apart by Constitution and law for public 
education.

THE END OF THE CHAPTER. 

The chapter which Shane Leslie con- 
ceives as drawing to an end is that of 
the Victorian era, with its prelude and 
its aftermath, culminating in the Grear 
War. 

Since Shane Leslie was born in the 
middle 80’s, he is at some disadvantaz+ 
in casting his observations in the form 
of memoirs, but he bridged the difficul 
ty by delving in the wmemor: 
of his grandfather, Sir 
Leslie, who was the grandson of Charles 
Leslie, the great-grandson of Bish- 
op John Leslie, who founded the 
Irish branch of the Leslies. Sir John 
he tells us, was born in 1822 and has 
seen the whole Victorian era and has 
survived to see a third and fourth cen- 
eration go out to perish-in the war ot 
wars. 

It was before Shane Leslie went “ove; 
there,’’ that he availed himself of his 
grandfather's recollections, and, as he 
tells in his preface, it was while he 
was invalided in hospital that he began 
to record notes and souvenirs of the 
times and institutions under which he 
had lived, “realizing that I had  wit- 
nessed the suicide of the civilizatioa 
called Christian and the travail of a 
new era to which no gods have been 
as yet rash enough to give their name, 
and remembering that, with my friends 
and contemporaries, I shared the for- 
tunes and misfortunes of being born at 
the end of a chapter tn history.” 

The book is dedicated to “the mem- 
ory of those of them who have died be- 
fore the next chapter has begun,” and 
especially to that of his brother, Capt. 
Normal! Leslie, ‘‘waom I buried in Ar- 
mentieres, in France, between the guns 
of two armies.” 

The passing era is reviewed by Shane 
Leslie with a discernment and brillian- 
cy which, one may think, would not 
have been his in such measure, if he 
had not witnessed the suicide of tne civ- 
ilization called Christian and experi- 
enced something of the new era’s tra- 
vail. 

The picture of post-Victorian deca- 
dence is so strongly drawn that one is 
disposed to assent to his observation 
that “It was, perhaps, time that Tho: 
came knocking upon the gates.”’ 

After all that had passed or was pass- 
ing, he says, “it was as refreshing as 
going out after a scrap of domestics to 
listen to the thunderous skies gather- 
ing for a deluge. In a moment of tim: 
all the troubles and worries and threat- 
enings of pvlitics became antediluvian 
and the nation stepped down to do 
battle with the cleansing flood.”’ 

There is nothing in the literature whica 
the Great War has produced that is 
just like the memoirs of this brilliant 
young graduate of Cambridge and noth. 
ing quite as excellent has been born of 
the stress of a chapter's ending and tho 
travail of an era’s beginning. (Scrib- 
ners.) 


HALT! WHO'S THERE?

us in this little volume the fine 
spirit of the fine men whose bodies 
have been hurt in the great war but 
whose spirits have been helped. Con- 
trary to what the title suggests the 
scene is not on the picket line but in 
the hospital. It is the men who have 
been wounded who speak in the pages. 
Their stories, glimpses of poignant per- 
sonal dramas and tragedies, have been 
preserved in the diary of Miss Pauline 
Vandeleur. They utter the spirit of 
United England. 

“This England,” in the language of 
one, “component of myriad parts that 
are themselves myriadly compounded, 
is held together in her dynamic diver- 
sities by some heavenly law of gravi- 
tation, no less wonderful than that by 
which, above our battle line tonight,

It is much to have felt the spirit of 
England's fighting men as it is shown 
‘in the hospitals where they suffer. It 
is something, too, to have given a 
glimpse of this spirit, in this buook, to 
those who cannot be near enough to 
feel it as it seems to have been felt 
by this author.

“GG. B. 5S.” AND THE CHRISTIANS, 
NE of the best things about a vol- 
ume of George Bernard Shaw's 
plays invariably is the preface in 
which he interprets them. Thousands of 
--mericans have seen and laughed at the 
genuine humor and comedy in “An- 
drocies and the Lion” and “Pygmalion,” 
so that there is nothing to excite interest 
.n the announcement that these are now 
Jublished in book form, along with 
“Overruled,” a playlet that has not yet 
been produced in this country, though it 
ts full of highly amusing situations. But 
what is interesting about it is the fact 
that considerably more than a third of 
the volume is devoted to the author's ex- 
position of the philosophy he intended to 
convey in the plays. 

The most important and extensive 
treatment is given to ‘“Androcies and the 
Lion,”’ for it gives “G. B. 8." a chance 
to train his guns on one of his favorite 
topics—Christianity. This play of the 
early Christians was founded upon an oid 
fable, but the characters are real] flesh 
and blood persons, speaking in thorough- 
ly modern tongue and idiom. The Ro- 
man attitude towards the new religion 
is represented not so much as a rallying 
to the defense of their gods, but rather 
as a disposition to let well enough alone 
and not encourage a disturbing and agi- 
tating sect. As for the Christians, mar- 
tyrdom Was a crown sought for various 
reasons. For instance, *Lavinia and a 
Captain have this dialogue’ 


The Captain: Are you, then, going 
to die for nothing? 

Lavinia: Yes, that is the wonder- 
ful thing. It is since all the stories 
and dreams have gone that I now 
have no doubt at all that I must 
die for something greater than 
dreams and stories. 

The Captafh: But for what? 

Lavinia: If it were anything small 
enough to know, it would be too 
small to die for. I think I am going 
to die for God. Nothing else is r-.al 
enough to die for. 


Mr. Shaw admits a very high respect 
for Jesus, which one might say, in pass- 
ing, is quite a concession for him te 
make about anyone or anything. Indeed, 
he believes that Jesus’ philosophy was 
right and eventually must dominate the 
world, not because it prepares for fu- 
ture life, but because it is the only 
basis upon which society can come to 
an everlasting peace and mankind trust 
itself as it should. But Jesus is mis- 
understood: and misinterpreted by his 
followers today, because they still wor- 
ship the pictures and stories of a man 
who lived 2000 years ago and are hor- 
ror-stricken when it is suggested that 
they think of Jesus and what he would 
do in terms of today. Shaw writes 
in his preface: 

The test of the prevalence of 
this is that if you write or speak 
of Jesus as a real live person or 
even a still active God, such wor- 
shipers are more horrified than 
Don Juan was when the statue 
stepped from ite pedestal and 
came to supper with him, 

If you should venture to won- 
der how Christ would have 
looked if he had shaved or cut 
his hair, whether he laughed 
over the repartees by which he 
baffled the priests when they 
tried to trap Him into sedition and 
blasphemy, or even tf you tell 
any part of his story in the vivid 
terms of modern colloquial slang, 
you will produce an extraordi- 
nary dismay among the icono* 
clasters. You will have made the 
picture come out from ite frame, 
the statue descend from _ its 
pedestal, the stury become real 
with all the incalculable conse- 
quences that may flow from this 
terrifying miracle. It is in such 
moments that you realize that 
the iconoclasters have never for 
a moment conceived of Christ as 
a real person who meant what he 
said. The moment that it strikes 
you (as it may any day) that 
Christ ig not the lifeless, harm- 
less image he has hitherto been 
to you, but a rallying center for 
revolutionary . influences which 
all established states and 
churches fight, you must look to 
yourselves: for you have 
brought the image to life and 
the mob may not be able to bear 
the horror. 

“G B. 8.” finds tn Paul the foun- 
vation for the hidebound Christianity 
that prevails today. Of him he 
writes: 

Paul succeeded in stealing the 
image of Christ crucified for the 
figurehead of his salvationist 
vessel, with its Adam posing as 
the natural man, its doctrine of 
original sin and its damnation 
avoidable only by the sacrifice of 
the cross. In fact, no sooner had 
Jesus knocked pver the dragon 
of superstition than Paul set it 
on its legs again in the name of 
Jesus. There has never really 
been a more monstrous imposi- 
tion perpetrated than the impo- 
sition of the HNmite of Paul's soul 
upon the soul of Jesus. 

Shaw deals with Jesus as a Man, not 
as God. and rises to great enthusiasm 
over Jesus’ philosophy and sayings be- 
cause they are pregnant with trutn and 
also because “if we engage on a purely

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Lieut.-Col. Butler Invited Into 


Machine by Spannell, Who 
Shot Him and Mrs. Spannell.

SA.\ ANTONIO, Tex., July 22—Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel J. E. Muchert has sent 
the following report to 

Funston in response to a message for 
particulars of the killing of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Butler at Alpine. Muchert suc- 
ceeds Col. Butler in command: 

“Alpine, Tex., July 2. Department 
Commander Southern Department, Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas: Answering your 
telegram requestfng further detail re- 
garding the death of Col. Butler, will 
state Col. Butler was sitting with me 
and other officers and citizens in front 
of the hotel about 8:45 p. m., July 2, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Spannell drove up 
in their car, Mr. Spannell driving and 
Mrs. Spannell occupying the year seat. 
Mr. Spannell called Col. Butler to the 
car, reached back and opened the rear 
dcor, asking Col, Butler to take the seat 
with Mrs. Spannell. Col. Butler did 40 
and the car immediately drove off 
around the corner of the hotel. 

“After the car had proceeded about 09 
yards into the residence --rt of town 
Mr. Spannelil shot and killed both Col. 
Butler and Mrs. Spannell, firing several 
shots into each one. He then walked w 
the jail and surrendered to the Sheriff. 
“Just how the killing was done cannvut 
be positively stated, as there seems not 
to have been any svitnessc* present. Col. 
and Mrs. But! lived at the Holland 
Hotel here and beth associated freely 
with Mr. and Mra. Spannell, proprietors 
of the hotel. . Both couples took fr>- 
quent drives tn the automobile of the 
Soannelis tn the evenings. Mr. Spannetl 
seems to have had an extremely jealous 
disposition. It was stated that he had 
frequent disagreements with his wite, 
who was a great beauty. 

“The general opinion here is that Mrs. 
Spanneli has never given her husband 
any just cause for his jealousy and the 
unanimous opinion is that Col. Butler 
was absolutely innocent of any wrong. 
whatever. The cause appears like a 
co!d-blooded, premeditated murder, cor.- 
mitted by a man crazed by jealousy.” 


SPANNELL SILENT 
ABOUT KILLING 


ALPINE, Texas July 22.—The motive 
of Harry J. Spannel’. manager of a local 
hotel, for shooting and killing his wife 
and Lieutenant-Colonel M. C, Butler of 
the Sixth United States Cavairy, while 
the three were motoring Thursday eve- 
ning, remains unsclved. According to an 
announcement from the County Attorney . 
lust night Spannell, who surredered him- 
self immediately after the shooting, re- 
fused to discuss his case and a thorough 
investigation disclosed no apparent rea- 
eon for the kliiling. 

The shooting caused much excitement 
because of the prominenc) of the Span- 
rell family and Lieutenant-Colonel Bui- 
ler. Spannell, who was first held in the 
county jail, was taken yesterday to ti 
Faso for safe-keeping. 

Spannell was driving with Col. Butler 
in his car along the main residential 
street of the town, when suddenly he 
stopped his engine, turned In his seat, 
Grew two revolvers, and with the one 
began shooting Col. Butler and with the 
other his wife. 

He calmly emptied both firearms into 
the bodies of his victims, according tu 
vitnesses, and then without haste walked 
to the court house and gave himself up. 

“Don’t Kill Me.” Wife Cries, 

Apparently Lieutenant-Colonel Butler 
was shot first and killed instantly for 
persons nearby heard the woman cry out 
after the shooting had begun: “Harry, 
don’t kill me!’ while the officer made 
no outcry. 

Previous to the shooting Spannell chat- 
ted gaily with persons in the lobby of the 
Holland Hotel, of which he was man- 
ager. It ia recalled today that he was 
extremely cordial toward Lieutenan‘- 
Colonel Butler, with whom he had been 
very friendly, as he ushered his wife ana 
the officer into the car for the fatal 
drive. Because of this, local authorities 
did not believe the killings were premedi- 
tated. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Butler only recently 
was promoted from the rank of Major 
ond had been stationed here in command 
of the garrison for about two months and 
had become very popular with the 
townspeople. He lived at the Holland
